Greatest Battle In History 


May Be Pought Soon at 


La Fere 


SPEED OF FRENCH ARMY 


DISCONCERTS GERMANS 


Barely Possible That Kai- 


ser's Troops May Retire 


to Belgian Frontier 


lASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAMl 


New York, March 22 —French 


troops are in contact with the main 
Germany army and what may prove 
to be the initial stage of the greatest 
battle of history has opened before 
the gates of Le Fere 
For the f r=jt 


time since the great German retreat 
began patrol and rear guard lighting 
has given way to the thunder of 
artillery and the 
clash 
of 
major 


forces. 
The Germans are making 


a stand on a line running north and 
south of La Fere, from St. Simon to 
the forest of Coucy, a distance of 
about 20 miles. 
The position selected by the Ger- 


mans is protected by the Croseat ca- 
nal and the Ailette river, a tributary 
of the Oise, but in this line the 
French have driven a great wedge 
directly in front of La Fere 
and 


reaching to within two miles of that 
important town. 
On this wedge is 


based the hopes of French military 
critics that 
General Neville 
has 


outmaneuvred Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg and that La Fere is 
doomed and with it the whole of the 
famous Hindenburg line 
Paris be- 


lieves that the extraordinary speed 
•with which the French have ad- 
vanced has disconcerted the German 
plans and renders probable a con- 
tinuation of the retirement to the 
Belgian forntier. 
The official Berlin 
reports throw no light on the situa- 
tion but it seems certain that a few 
days or even hours must decide the 
fate of La Fere. - 
~ 
The situation on the British front 


is somewhat more obscure owing to 
the rather vague character of 
the 


British official reports. 
The latest 


reports today are General Haig has 
pushed 10 miles east of the Somme 
at some points. Measured from Pe- 
ronne this would place the British 
within four or five miles from the 
vital point of St. Quentin and this 
"estimate is supported 
by 
unofficial 


dispatches from the front. 
The German retirement is pivoting 


from their positions east of Arras 
and in this pivotal region General 
Haig reports steady progress hut no 
localities are mentioned which might 
give a clue to the relative impor- 
tance of the advance. 
Apparently, the spasmodic fighting 


in the Champagne and Verdun sec- 
tions has ceased, for the time being 
at least but important news comes 
from another and far distant field oi 
the world war. The Russians, driv- 
ing 
forward 
from 
Persia 
have 


crossed the Mesopotamian border at 
one point while a second army is con- 
tinuing its advance from Kerman- 
shah in support of the British ad- 
vance 
from 
Bagdad. 
This means 
that the retreating Turks are being 
menaced from three sides and, ac 
cording to allied military observers 
are threatened by far greater disas- 
ter than even the loss of Bagdad.

But few people take much 
pains to conserve such arts of the 
food supply as come under their own 
control. 


The waste of good food in hotels 


and restaurants, when rices are so 
high end so many people are suffer- 
ing, is pitiful. 
People order lavish 


table d'hote dinners, they demand a 
dozen dishes and only taste a little 
of each, and all the rest goes to the 
garbage 
pail, 
or is supposed to. 


Perhaps the cheap restaurants in the 
big cities get more than the public 
realize. But at least there is a great 
and lavish rejection of good food. 


Of late years the European plan 


of operating dining rooms has be- 
come more general. 
It tends great- 


ly to reduce the 
amount of food 


Consumed. 
Once people realise that 


they have to pay for what they eat. 
they confine 
their 
orders to what 


they -really want. 
It is the only 


sound basis for operating an eating 
room business. 
MOST hotel proprie- 


tors would be glad to put it in.

and resort hotels, where a course 
dinner on the

ph'.r somehow seems more liberal.

RUSH RECRUITING 
OF COAST PATROL 


Owners of Yachts Along Our 


Shores Responding. 


WILL EMPLOY FISHERMEN 


Because of Familiarity With Bayi and 


Inlets They Will B» Employed For 
Defence Against Submarine*—Num- 
ber of Enrolled Boat* U Now 1,800 
on Atlantic Coast. 


A call lias been, sent out by Eear Ad- 


miral Usher, commandant of 
the 


Brooklyn navy yard, for volunteers 
from among the crewe of fishing boats 
that operate along the Atlantic coast 
to join the sea v.-asp patrol squadron 
in defense of the American coast 
against German submarines. 


An opportunity will be afforded the 


fishermen to capture bigger fish in de- 
fense of their country than have ever 
been entangled in nets or taken by 
bait and line. 
The fishermen, who 


are acquainted with every inlet and 
bay along tie coast will be among: the 
most valuable men recruited for the 
coast defense. 


Enrollment in the coast defense arm 


is going on at the Brooklyn navy yard 
under Captain Patten, Rear Admiral 
Usher's aide. 
From the energetic 


measures taken to get the 10.000 men 
and 1.000 patrol boats required to pro- 
tect the coast of the Third naval divi- 
sion, which extends from Montauk 
to Barnegat and embraces New York, 
it appears that the vigorous appeal by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Koose- 
velt recently made before the New 
York Yacht club was the result of a 
victory within the navy administration 
for the progressive element. 


Urgency of Call. 


In spite of the naval militia cruise 


last fall and the enrolling of motor- 
boat owners 'little had actually been 
done to organize the sea wasp defense- 
Many private yachtsmen and motor- 
boat owners are now preparing in re- 
sponse to Mr. Roosevelt's appeal to put 
their craft into commission at once. 
The measures being taken reveal an 
entirely different attitude on the part 
of the navy administration from that 
of a few weeks' ago, when motorboat 
organizations that appealed to the gov- 
ernment for instructions as to what 
to do were told that they would not 
be needed "for the present, bur should 
hold themselves in readiness for a call 
from the government. 


Officers of the civilian motorboat 


owners' organizations say that prac- 
tically every yachtsman in the New 
York district has already enrolled him- 
self or signified his intention to do so- 
To the same extent the power boat 
men have agreed to turn over their 
boats to the government In one of 
three ways. It is said that scores of 
well to do yachtsmen In the New York 
and Newport districts have prepared 
to turn their boats over to the govern- 
ment absolutely free of charge, ^tlany 
owners have agreed to sell at half the 
value of their craft. 


The naval coast defense forces are 


at present under the commandants of 
the naval stations at Boston, Newport, 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia, Norfolk, 


Charleston. Key Av~est. New Orleans, 
Chicago. San Francisco and Seattle. 
Civilians who have devoted themselves 
to the coast defense problem while the 
navy administration has been reluc- 
tant to co-operate and who are now 
redoubling their efforts in response to 
Mr. Roosevelt's appeal regret that the 
forces have not for the sake of effi- 
ciency been organized under a central 
co-ordinating bureau. 


Eighteen Hundred Boat* Enrolled. 
There are 1,800 motorboats on the 


Atlantic coast enrolled in the civilian 
coast defense organization. 
Only a 


small proportion of these would be 
adequate for the heavy work to be 
done outside rivers and harbors. The 
work already done will count vastly 
in the long run, but in the light of Mr. 
Roosevelt's declaration that the sea 
wasps may be needed at any minute 
the actual condition of the motorboat 
coast defense today is of interest. Ac- 
cording to prominent civilians interest- 
ed in organizing this branch of the 
naval defense there is just one boat in 
the New York district that is now 
ready for duly. That is the Chiiiga- 
chcnok. patrol boat No-10, at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. This boat is a sister 
to the nanny boats built by a Greenport 
<N~. Y.J suipbuHding firm for the Rus- 
sian c:ovornment-

The state of Sooth Australia bar 


•Snce 1891 erected 29,148 miles of Ter- 
inin fences," enough to encircle the 
globe and with the remnant build a 
double line fence along the southern 
border of the United States. When 
contracts now running are completed 
the mileage will be mach increased. 
New South Wales has expended owr

Ooerlin, March 22.—Taking as'his 


ubject impressions and experiences 
n the war zone, John R. Mott evan- 
elist and 
diplomat, 
delivered 
a 


striking address 
to 
the 
Oberlin 


students. 
Practically the only" man 


o be given freedom to travel unmo- 
ested from one warring land to an- 
other, Dr. Mott has been coming and 
joing through the prison <:amps ot 
Surope, doing much to relieve the 
uffermg of the interned -men. 
"I 


lave never known Europe betore," 
Dr. Mott said. 
"You can never 


uio\\ a nation until it lias :been sub- 
jected to a severe strain, Ulien you 
can see its strength 
and.its weak- 


ness. 
The strength of Europe 
is 


colossal. 
Over 40,000,009 men are 


under arms. For every ttian at the 
front in England there jare 
three 


people" producing shells I at 
home. 


Some nations have come .to regard it 
as a holy war. The Russians have 
made war petitions a part of their 
Liitany. 
France, 
whose educated 


people belore the war were never 
:nterested in religion, has changed. 
In Germany, few regiments go to 
the tront without singing the Luther 
hymn. 
Many English soldiers have 


told me how hard it is to train the 


uns on the enemy 
marching for- 


ward, 
singing their 
hymns. The 


United States has been a great dis- 
appointment 
to 
the 
warring 


countries. 
The word 'neutral' is a 


despised word. This is no time to 
argue with Europe. The only lan- 
guage Europe comprehends is that 
of sympathy. 
In my opinion the 


war will be over by Christmas. The 
nations will 
be spent physically, 


economically, and in hope, courage 
and faith. 
Then America Avill stand 


with comparatively unspent 
ener- 


gies. America's great cnaraeteristic 
is optimism. 
We must now make 


use of it. Our range of influence and 
leadership will be in proportion to 
our unselfishness, will be in propor- 
tion to our unselfishness now. May 
selfishness be turned out of our col- 
leges."
